HOLY FATH ER EXPRESSES THE 
WISH IN EASTER MESSAGE

The British are holding the 
enemy. 
The statem ent says: 
“ P'ighting continu ed u ntil a late 
hou r last night on the whole front 
between the river Oise and the river 
Sensee. Ou r troops continu ed to hold 
the enemy to their battle positions. 
“ Du ring the enem y’s attacks yes­ 
terday his massed infantry offered 
rem arkable targets to ou r rifles, m a­ 
chine gu ns and artillery, of which 
fu ll advantage 
was 
taken by ou r 
troops. 
All the reports testify to the 
extremely heavy losses su ffered by 
the enemy. 
“ No seriou s attack has yet de­ 
veloped this morning, 
bu t 
heavy 
fighting is still to be expected.” 
The eagerly aw aited British offi­ 
cial statem ent of today 
was read 
with great satisfaction, insofar as it 
revealed that the enemy had been 
held and had su ffered heavy losses. 
If this tu rns ou t to be the great 
Germ an offensive that has been pre­ 
dicted, the prelim inary rou nd appears 
to have gone in favor of the entente.

11/HEAT is high in price, so is wheat flou r. Both will be higher if congress 
1 
finally decides to boost the minimu m price of wheat, and if the admin 
istration continu es the policy of wasting food cereals for the mak ing of 
beer. We are pay ing high prices for corn meal, corn flou r, ry e flou r, barley 
flou r, etc., becau se we are pay ing an u nu su al price for wheat, and becau se 
we are continu ing to worse than waste cereals for the mak ing of Intox i­ 
cants that the gov ernment tells u s redu ces the efficiency of soldiers and of 
work ers. 
The gov ernment tells u s that, “Food will win the war,” bu t it 
is pu tting it u p to u s to strangle the liq u or traffic in order that food may be 


•av ed to win the war. 
Does the American hou sewife not realize that the continu ed u se of 
cereals for the mak ing of beer calls for a higher price for all of them? 
Is 
It not a fact that a better ex pedient for the gov ernment to hav e resorted to 
than price fix ing wou ld hav e been the release for the food mark et of all the 
Immense q u antities of grain that are now going into the mak ing of beer? 
Stop the mak ing of beer and there will be more wheat and more cereals 
not only for ou r allies bu t for ou rselv es also. 
The great desideratu m is the hav ing of more of these cereals for u se as 
foodstu ffs. That is more important in this war time ev en than the q u estion 
of a higher or a lower price for them. 
To k eep all cereals for food mu st, 
nev ertheless, tend toward lower price lev els. 
To k eep tu rning a big percentage of these cereals ou t of the food-mak ­ 
ing channels into the mak ing of liq u ors that redu ce efficiency is more than 
waste. It is criminal. It is costly . 
Voters of Dix on township are called on to v ote on the 2d of April to 
the effect that ou r people are more eager to sanction the sale of intox icants 
in this city , for the sak e of the license money s that the city treasu ry wou ld 
get, than they are that this gov ernment shou ld win the war. 
We are told 
that, “Food will win the war.” 
To v ote for the reinstatement of saloons 
here wou ld mean the div ersion of more foodstu ffs into the mak ing of in­ 
ju riou s “drink stu ffs” to render u s and ou r soldiers less efficient to win 
the war. 
The reader may be say ing to himself that the breweries do not u se 
mu ch grain. 
A 1912 adv ertisement of the Annheu ser Bu sch company of 
St. Lou is tells the story as it was admitted then, bu t as it is sou ght to be 
hidden now. 
For then the brewers were telling what good patrons they 
were of the farmers. 
Now they are say ing th at their bu siness does not 
waste mu ch grain. 
This 1912 adv ertisement gav e figu res for the 1911 
bu siness. Since that time, the whole beer indu stry has grown by leaps and 
bou nds, if the claims of the brewers are to be believ ed. This 1912 adv er- 
tleement, cov ering 1911 bu siness, proclaimed th at this one brewery alone 
malted TWO MILLION BUSHELS OF GRAIN in the y ear. 
And there are 
hu ndreds of big breweries in the cou ntry . 
Let Dix on people render their decision by a big v ote that the city is for 
the winning of the war by the sobriety rou te. 


Why Wheat Is Held Back 
gENATOR NELSON of Minnesota said in discu ssion a day or two ago in 
the Upper Hou se that the wheat price fix ing u ndertak en by the gov ern­ 
ment has been a failu re, that it has “acted lik e a k ick ing gu n,“ and Senator 
G-allinger of New Hampshire was Inclined to agree with him. 
Gallinger Is 
opposed to all price fix ing by the gov ernment, say ing that it is a failu re now, 
that it has been a failu re in this cou ntry at an earlier time and that it 
prov ed a failu re also in France. 
Both senators were speak ing on a resolu tion offered by Senator Gore of 
Ok lahoma to su spend the ru les In order to mak e his amendment fix ing the 
price of wheat at $2.5 0 a bu shel germane to the agricu ltu ral appropriation 
bilL 
Senator fiallinger threw a bombshell among the sou thern members 
when he demanded that if the gov ernment persists in price fix ing, it shou ld 
fix the price of other crops, inclu ding cotton. 
Cotton sold at $ to 6 cents a 
pou nd in 1914 , now it is u p to 35 cents, while the farmers of the north 
believ e that their wheat wou ld now be worth more than $2.20 a bu shel 
had not the gov ernment fix ed that as the price. 
It is this belief that is cau sing them to hold the wheat that they now 
hav e on hand off the mark et, so that not more than one-fifth the normal 
q u antity of wheat for this season is now being shipped. 
Added to this 
belief that the price wou ld be higher were it not for gov ernment inter­ 
ference is the fact that congress has for week s been discu ssing the idea of 
fix ing the price of wheat at a higher lev el. 
Many farmers are holding off 
for the possible higher price. 
If congress is going to do any thing abou t the price of wheat or of any 
other crop, it ou ght to do it now, so that withou t fu rther delay wheat now 
on the farms may be released for ou r allies and ou r soldiers in Eu rope, 
It 
is not patriotic for the farmers to hold back , bu t they are encou raged to do 
•o by congress’ indecision and tardiness at a critical time, and the farmer 
can point to other trades and bu sinesses that are not gu iltless of profiteering. 


Interv ening in Siberia 
IJNT1L China stepped forward with an u ltimatu m to the bolshev ik gov ­ 
ernment, most of u s had almost forgotten that the allies were repre­ 
sented in the far east by any body ex cept Japan. 
Now China offers refu ge 
to retreating Siberian forces representing the Kerensk y regime recognized 
by the allies. She orders the pu rsu ing bolshv ik troops to k eep ou t of Man­ 
chu ria. 
She hints that if things go mu ch fu rther, she may join Japan in a 
program of interv ention. 
That giv es the Siberian situ ation a more cheerfu l aspect. 
Chiu a is a 
loy al ally . There is no q u estion that her heart is right. Nobody mistru sts 
her. There are those who, ju stly or u nju stly , do mistru st Japan. 
China might not be able to do mu ch in a military way , bu t in case of 
joint Interv ention in Siberia to protect allied interests her moral weight 
wou ld be considerable. 
The United States cou ld regard the sending of a 
Chinese-Japanese ex peditionary force with fewer misgiv ings than a force 
representing Japan alone. There wou ld be less danger then of Japan y ield­ 
ing to the temptation of territorial conq u est, and the Ru ssians wou ld hav e 
less ex cu se to accu se the allies of going back on their professed principles
